The blaze was discovered by Engi- 


neer "Stut" Collins, 
who 
saw 
the 


flames shooting through the roof as he 
was on his engine on the Western ave- 
nue. 


Hearing no alarm, he blew the whis- 


tle of his engine for several minutes, 
hoping to attract the attention of some 
one in the vicinity. As the fire grew, 
and no alarm rang he rushed over to 
box 54 at the Lowell gas works and 
pulled In the first alarm. Tho depart- 
ment responded quickly, and when the 
chief arrived and aaw the extent of the 
blaze be puiled In box 154 at the corner 
of School and Middlesex streets, and 
followed It in a few minutes with n 
second alarm. 


The flames from the doomed building1 


shot Into the air 100 feet, and the wind 
carried sparks and ashes as far away 
as Pawtucketvllle. Soon after the sec- 
ond aJarm was rang In, there were 22 
streams playing upon the fire, and by 
hard work the blaze was practically 
confined to the big building only one 
or two neighboring 
buildings 
being:
